Mechanical Pruning Pares 
Costs As Much As 50 Pet. 


The following information 
was presented on a recent 
tour of Loe Angeles and San 
Hernardina Counties, Lemon 
growers are caught in @ 
squeeze between rising costs 
ol production and lower re 
turns for their fruit. There 
are two things that a grower 
can do to help meet this situ 


ation. One is to try and cut 
by every possible means the 
cost of production without 


lowering Yield per acre. The 
other is to try and produce 
a better quality fruit, so that 
a higher percentage of fruit 
would be picked for fresh 
fruit sales. It is difficult to 
cut some of the big coat 
items, such as taxes and wa 
ter; however, one of the big 
items which can be cut and 
is necessary to maintain top 


production is pruning. Many | 
growers have demonstrated 
during the past year that 


pruning costs can be cut by 
at least 50 per cent by awitch 
ing to mechanical pruning 
without any loss in vield. | 
There is some indication 
that hedging will improve 
fruit quality, There is consi- 
derable amount of small 


| deadwood in the sides of lem- 

‘on trees that is normally not | 
pruned out.

Furthermore, as 


of the tree gets farther and 
farther away from the larger 
limbs, the plumbing connec- 
itions become poor and the 
fruit on the ends of the small 
| twigs have difficulty in at- 
‘taining any decent size, By 
‘hedging now, following the 
| cleanup pick, there should be 
ino loss in crop during the 
coming year. In one grove 
|where records were kept, the 
hedged grove had larger fruit 
| maturing early thus giving it 
ia better quality. There was 


also less scarring. While 
there was a_ loss of yield 
which amounted to three- 


quarters of a box per tree, 


| because this grove was not| 


hedged until the middle of| 
June the yield was not’ lost | 
until the cleanup pick, and, 
the extra fruit in, the un- 
pruned trees was mostly tree | 
ripes and poor quality. 

Below are listed some ex- 
amples of costs for mechani- 
cal pruning in lemons that 
were presented on the tour.
